WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—P>)— 
Bushy-browed, ponderous John L. 
Lewis kicked up a storm in the 
labor-management canference to- 
day with a bid to get representa- 
tion for his United Mine Workers 
on the important executive com- 
mittee—and he won his battle. 

While management. delegates 
looked on in silence, labor’s top 
leaders wrangled heatedly for 
more than an hour over the com- 
position of the committee which 
will sift all conference business 
and have the power to include 
new subject matter in the agenda. 

As originally planned, the com- 
mittee was to have eight members 
equally divided between labor and | 
management. Labor’s half was to 
be divided between the AFL and 
CIO. ,

But Lewis wasn’t satisfied with 
this setup and as a result of his 
objections the conference finally 
voted unanimously to increase the 
committee membership to 16 to 
make room for Lewis’s United 
Mine Workers and the railway 
brotherhoods. Under the new divi- 
sion, management will have eight 
seats, the ALF and CIO will have 
three each and the mine workers 
and brotherhoods one~each.

The blood started getting bad between Arling- 
ton and Morgan about 25 years ago when the 
courthouse in Morgan burned down and Arlington 
saw a chance to snatch the county seat. She got 
up enough votes to change the seat to Arlington, 
but four years later Morgan, with the help of the 
towns of Edison and Leary, got it back. 

Since that day there hasn’t been any love lost 
between Arlington and the towns of Edison and 
Leary, either. And over in Leary today there was 
talk of all of Calhoun county staging a barbecue 
and jamboree in celebration if Arlington does with- 
draw from the Calhoun union. 

And in Morgan, sunning himself in front of 
the courthouse, E. O. Coleman just about sums up 
the attitude of the township over the proposed seces- 
sion.

ANOTHER PACIFIC CRASH? 


In Third Air Tragedy in Four Days 


HONOLULU, Nov. 6.—(UP)—*‘ 
A C-54 transport plane with 20 
persons aboard was reported 15 
hours overdue today on a flight 
between Guam and Manila _ in 
what may be the third Pacific air 
tragedy within four days. 

The Navy announced it had 
abandoned its search for 11 per 
sons missing after Saturday’s 
crash of a Consairways plane 450 
miles northaest of Oahu. 

Thirteen passengers and seven 
crew members were reported 
aboard the C-54 or Douglas Sky- 
master, operated by Air Trans- 
port Squadron 11 of the Pacific 
wing, Naval Air Transport 
Service. 

The plane was reported missing 
out of Sangley Point, on Manila 
bay, at noon Hawaii time (5:30 
p. m. EST). Unless it made an 
unreported safe landing at some

PLAN “HONOR” CAMP

Particularly do I appre- 
clate the clause wherein they state: “We 
found that the general condition of all 
streets and roads was excellent, both in 
the close-in areas and in the rural dis- 
tricts.”’ 

We realize, of course, that there are 
still many roads that are in need of re- 
pair, an@ we are planning our winter 
and 1946 ote ong to get to them as rap- 
idly as possible. 

“FAVORITISM” CHARGE. 

I wish now to call to the attention of 
the board certain phases of the present- 
ments that call for our immediate con- 
sideration, attention and explanation. 
The presentments state that it is the 
opinion of the grand jury that the resur- 
facing of any areas which has been and 
is now being done, whether by state or 
county, has a distinct “favoritism” aspect. 

I wish to call the board’s attention to 
the fact that every street which has 
been resurfaced during the past three 
years has been done after a careful sur- 
vey by and report from our superin- 
tendent of public works and engineer- 
ing department. This report has been 
brought to this board and unanimous 
direction given to the public works as 
to what streets w be resurfaced. 

That part of the resurfacing program 
in our county for which we owe Direc- 
tor Ryburn G. Clay a very great debt 
of gratitude was a result of a careful 
study made by both state highway and 
county engineers. Director Clay, in 1942, 
showed me the figures of the state which 
revealed that not one dime for seven 
years had been spent on Fulton county 
roads by the state. 

He recognized the fact that Conley 
Government Depot, Fort McPherson, the 
Atlanta’ Naval Air Base and the Bell 
Bomber plant, omater ne 25,000 people, 
were contributing military factors to a 
gradual disintegration to many of our 
streets. He recognized that ckhead 
was slowly being throttled by traffic con- 
gestion. 

PAST HIGHWAY PROGRAMS 

As a result of this study, in 1943, 
1944 and 1945 the state, under Director 
Clay’s supervision, has spent upwards of 
$1,300,000 in this metropolitan area. re- 
surfacing such streets as Piedmont road, 
Peachtree road, Spring street. Habersham 
road, Chatham road, Andrews drive, 
Jonesboro _—iroad, Roosevelt highway, 
Campbellton road and part of Bankhead 
highway. The 1946 program has set 
up in it the resurfacing of Cascade road, 
the finishing of Cascade-Palmetto high- 
way, and the widening and resurfacing of 
Roswell road. All of this work has been 
done in Fulton county without one dime’s 
cost to the taxpayers of the county. 

With reference to streets resurfaced 
by the county proper, ._I am sure you 
entlemen all remember that this board 
selected these streets after careful con- 
sideration, trying to select the streets 
which carried the most traffic. Survey 
was made by our superintendent and 
engineers as to which ones were found 
to be in the greatest need of resurfac- 
ois and would serve the most people. 

imited funds made it impossible to re- 
surface al] streets needing attention. Such 
streets as Mathieson drive, Ivy road, cer- 
tain streets in Peachtree Hills and others 
we recognize to be needing resurfacing, 
have been given priority our spring 
1946 program. The streets resurfaced this 
year have been let to contract and ap- 
proved for this work by a unanimous 
vote of this board, and am sure no 
thought of favoritism to any section was 
in the minds of the commissioners when 
this was done. 

FULTON COUNTY PROJECTS. 

I wish to call to the attention of the 
board reference made to grading being 
done in Fulton county.

“We fee] justified in our desire 
to replace the Groza cabinet 
with a democratic coalition chosen 
from the democratic bloc,” Maniu 
said, explaining that both the Na- 
tional Peasant party and the Lib- 
eral party in Romania are practi- 
cally suppressed by the present 
government. 

Maniu said the country wants 
a peace conference at the earliest 
opportunity and charged that the 
terms of the Russian-Romanian 
armistice are insupportable. 

He declared that if the confer- 
ence cannot take place immediate- 
ly, then the present armistice terms 
must be modified more. 

Romania’s situation is tragic, 
Maniu said. He pointed out that 
his country was being excluded 
from the peace conference in 
which all her neighboring coun- 
tries are participating. 

KING’S PRESTIGE AT STAKE 

He asked for United Nations in- 
tervention and immediate insist- 
ence on a recognizable representa- 
tive government for Romania. 

“We are entitled to just treat- 
ment,” he declared, “because our 
outstanding sacrifice and decisive

In every phase, Atlanta’s traffic record 
for 1945 is already worse than last year’s. 


During the first 10 months of this year 
there have been 2,784 accidents. During 
the entire 12 months of 1944 there were 
only 2,460. 


During the first 10 months of this year 
there have been 965 persons injured in 
traffic accidents in Atlanta as against 872 
during the whole of 1944. 


Thirty-five persons have been killed on 
Atlanta’s streets to date. This is already 
two more “han during all of 1944. 


The record, on its face, is bad enough. 


But it becomes increasingly appalling 
when one realizes that November and De- 
cember are two of the very worst months 
in the year for traffic accidents, that the 
incidence rate is bound to ¢limb during 
the next eight weeks.

The Rat and 
An Essay on Same 


In a hospital in rural Georgia a few weeks 
ago a nurse heard a baby screaming. Thinking 
: it was merely a cry of anger, and being busy, 
she delayed until the very terror and agony of the scream made 
her hurry to the room. 
She arrived in time to see a long gray rat jump 
small child’s bed. 
‘ A part of the helpless baby’s face had been eaten away by 
the rat. 
A few weeks ago Grady hospital was called on, a not infrequent 
call, to treat a mother and child on one of the streets running off 
Ponce de Leon avenue near Peachtree street. 


Both had been bitten by rats. 

Typhus Atlanta is one of the worst-infested cities in a nation 
which finds every major city and every rural com- 
munity faced with the very grave problem of rats. 

Atlanta has had almost 100 diagnosed cases of typhus féver 
this year. 

There have been and will be fatalities. 

Since the disease does not behave in conventional manner, it 
not always is correctly diagnosed. The initial stages resemble 
closely those of severe influenza. There are chills, great depres- 
sion, weakness, pains in the head and limbs. The temperature 
may go to 103 or 104 degrees. A rash usually occurs on the body, 
rarely on the face, about the fourth or fifth day. It may be so 
Slight as to-go unnoted. Until it becomes epidemic many more or 
less isolated cases are unrecofs nized. 3 

In this country typhus is caused dy the bite of the rat flea. 

In Europe the louse does the job. 

Health officials in America dread the day when the louse, always 
found on rats, will attain the nower to transmit the disease. 

Many American cities are alarmed at discovering the slow in- 
crease of typhus—knowing it might become epidemic without 
warning. 

Rats captured in the preparatory stages of a campaign in 
Atlanta, which will temporarily reduce the rat census, have been 
found to be infested with fleas, lice and mites. 


Of all the hundreds of fleas taken from trapped rats in Atlanta, 


from the 


only nine were of the type which do not spread typhus. 


I could go into the fact that rats cost each person in the United 
States about $2 per person. They destroy seeds, grain, corn stored 
in cribs, almost all farm products—a rat eats from 40 to 50 pounds 
per year. Every rat on a farm costs about $1 per year. They 
kill poultry, eat great numbers of eggs; destroy wild birds. They 
attack bulbs, certain flowers and plants. They cause enormous 
damage to buildings and goods. 

Rats have killed young lambs, gnawed holes in the bellies of 
heavy, slow hogs, once gnawed the feet of an elephant so badly that 
because of resulting infection the Hagenback circus had to kil] the 
animal, 

But the fact that brings action is that they bite and eat away 
flesh from helpless babies or invalids. 


History The brown rat, which drove out the black rat, arrived 

in Europe sometime about 1000 A. D. It is possible it 
returned from the east with the Crusaders in a somewhat later 
period. Certainly by the time of the Crusaders it had begun to 
domesticate (having been a desert animal) and follow man. It 
spread to the seaports and spread across Europe. By the 13th 
century it was a pest. 

The legend of the Pied Piper of Hamelin, who piped the chil- 
dren of the town away because the town refused his pay for piping 
rats into the Weser river, is set at about 1284, 

By Shakespeare’s time the rat was so much of a threat that 
days of prayer for protection against it were established and rat 
catchers (see Act III Romeo and Juliet—‘“Tybalt, you rat-catcher, 
will you walk?") were highly regarded. 

By 1775 the brown rat was in America.

‘Who Walk Alone, 
Story About Lepers 


A couple of weeks ago this column discussed 
that ancient—and modern—disease known as 
leprosy. Told some facts about the sickness 

and how it is far less contagious, or horrifying, than public mis- 
information imagines. 

That column has resulted in many telephone calls, letters and 
messages. All of them from people interested in the comparatively 
rare disease and in the centuries-old struggle to find cure and 
preventive. 

The original column, I am glad to find, was correct in its 
information and thesis. From the resultant showers of printed 
and written material, however, I have learned more and picked 
up some interesting sidelights. 


The Late Ernie Pyle Until reminded by a folder, for in- 


stance, I never knew or had forgotten, 
that the late war correspondent, Ernie Pyle. wrote a series of his 
inimitably styled columns after he had visited the leprosy colony 
at Kaluapapa, in Hawaii. This is the colony where the sainted 
Father Damien devoted his life to caring for the stricken. He went 
there years before a government doctor was appointed to the post. 

Ernie Pyle approached the subject with the same calm, factual 
attitude which the whole world must acquire if the horrible in- 
justice upon those stricken with leprosy, through all the centuries, 
is to be undone. 

Scientists, who now know the disease as “Hansen's disease,” 
named after the man who first discovered the germ, say they do 
not know why the very word “leper” should evoke fantastic horror 
in the mind of the public. 

I think the reason is pretty obvious. The blame must be 
placed, first on the Bible, in which, we read from childhood, 
leprosy was considered so dread a disease its victims were driven 
from all cities and habited places and forced to subsist on the scraps 
of food the charitably inclined tossed to them, as to a hungry 
anima]. And all lepers had, in Biblical times, to warn others 
from approaching near them by shouting, “Unclean, Unclean!” 
Then there is .: similarly horrifying description of leprosy in that 
popular classic among novels, “Ben Hur.” And in other books. 


A novel loaned me is titled, “Who Walk 
Factual Story Alone.” Author is Perry Burgess, president 
and executive officer of the American Leprosy Foundation. It is 
published by Henry Holt and Company, of New York and San 
Francisco. And the book won first prize in national book awards 
in 1940. 

I found “Who Walk Alone”. a fascinating story of human 
courage and human reactions to a terrifying  »ersonal situation. 
According to the foreword, it is essentially the factual story of an 
American who discovered, nine years after he had returned to 
civilian life, that he had contracted leprosy while a soldier in the 
Philippines during the Spanish-American war. 

The author confesses adding experiences of some other patients 
to the life of his central character, but only enough to properly 
protect the family of the real man from recognizing his identity. 

There is one glaring biological error in the book, but otherwise 
I find nothing with which to cavil. It is fascinating reading and 
should open the eyes of all who read it to the truth about leprosy. 

The greater part of the story is laid in the leper colony at 
Culion, in the Philippines, where the central character lived for 
many years.: Not unhappy years nor unserviceable years, on the 


whole. 

If the public, generally, knew the 
Unnecessary Tragedy truth about leprosy there would be, 
for instance, no such instances as that of an afflicted man who 
lived for many years in an isolated, lonely cabin in the Rockies 
and whose only contact with the outside world had been the sup- 
plies dropped for him, at regular periods, from a train which does 
not slow in passing. 

Leprosy is only one per cent as contagious as tuberculosis 
Lepers, to be ‘sure, should be properly isolated and reasonable 
precautions against contagion should be made. But the public 
revulsion is all out of proportion, in relation to public reactions to 


other, far more contagious, diseases. 


Incidentally, until that earlier co:umn brought response, I didn’t 
know Atlanta has an office of a national organization fighting 
leprosy. It is the American Mission to Lepers, Inc., with head- 
quarters in New York, branch offices in half a dozen leading cities, 
including one at 411 Henry Grady building, Atlanta. 

If you’re interested, you'll get lots of information there.

Modest Truman May 
Not Offer in 1948 


W ASHINGTON.—Some of President Truman's 
close advisers report that he seems to be grow- 
ing a bit disillusioned over his office. 

He has been in the White House now long enough to get a 
full picture of what the responsibilities of the Presidency mean. 
It has not been an altogether rosy existence. It never is with 
any President. 

The strike situation has developed to plague the administra- 
tion's plans for a hasty reconversion. Getting the country back 
to a normal peacetime basis has been no easy task. It has been 
made more difficult by the wage dispute between management 
and labor. 

Mr. Truman has found also that congress, while still entirely 
friendly to him on the surface, shows no disposition to follow 
his leadership. Several important measures which he has urged 
as a part of the reconversion. program have been locked up in 
committee with none too good prospects that they can be pried 
loose. 

Little or no approach has been made to adopting the larger 
over-all program he has urged upon congress. He is beginning to 
feel his first criticism over calling congress to task for its short- 


comings. 

: i. The country, too, of late, has been inclined 
Public Criticism to hold the President responsible for the 
failure of the government to solve some of the pressing problems 
arising on the domestic front. Caustic words were directed at 
him for leaving Washington on a trip through several of the states 
while these problems remained unsolved. 


It was this criticism that largely prompted Mr. Truman to ean- 
cel his plans for a visit to Georgia and North Carolina recent- 
ly. In obedience to the public will he decided to remain in 
Washington. 

Nor have his problems been confined to the domestic scene. 
In the field of foreign affairs he has met with difficulties. The 
London conference of Allied foreign ministers ended in a fiasco, 
resulting in the President having to take over this problem per- 
sonally, which he seems to have done in his direct communica- 
tion with Marshal Stalin and his coming conference with Prime 
Minister Attlee. 

Always a modest man, Mr. Truman is represented as feeling 
that he may not have the capacity for offering the quality of 
leadership that 1s required to take us through the problems that 
lie ahead. Congress is not inclined to lsten to him too seriously, 
and labor and management are none too anxious to have the 
government interfere in their disputes. 

From these passing remarks the President is reported to have 
let drop as to his more intimate thoughts some observers are 
conjuring up the possibility that he may not be a candidate to 
succeed himself in 1948. It could be that way, although it is 
far too early at this time to project anything more than speculation. 


: Several things may be cited, however, to 
Never Aspirant bolster up the theory. In the first place, 
Mr. Truman, as is generally known, never sought the presidency. 
He was never a White House aspirant. 

The office has not changed the President’s conception of his 
own abilities. He has not been deceived by any ideas of grandeur, 
growing out of the immense power he holds. He makes a virtue 
of recognizing his limitations. 

Holdirg this kind of an outlook, it is not inconceivable that 
Mr. Truman could arrive at a frame .of mind where he would 
be unwilling to assume the burdens of the presidency for another 
four years after his present term ends | 

Particularly might this be true if congress continues to make 
things difficult for him. He is not the type of man to lay down 
the law to congress if it involves making enemies out of old friends. 

It will be interesting to watch this relationship between the 
White House and congress. What happens may foretell Mr. Tru- 
man's intentions regarding 1948.
